Trying make sense Ahmadinejad Columbia 
will not shed light Bush’s emerging plans attack Iran 


ALL POLITICS ARE LOCAL, 

SAID THE LATE SPEAKER 

THE HOUSE TIP O'NEILL 
keeping this piece folk wisdom mind, 
people trying figure out what the recent 
appearance Iranian president Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad at Columbia University was all 
about have at least a fighting chance of mak- 
ing some sense that circus. 

Because Iran dictatorship funda- 
mentalist Muslim clerics, it is easy to for- 
get that its president elected popular 
vote (not that the will of the Iranian people 
counts for much with the Koran thumpers 
who rule that nation). 

And despite Ahmadinejad's ability to 
generate international controversy with his 
noxious foolish statements (the Holo- 
caust is “a myth,” Israel should be “wiped off 
the map,” women are free, there are 
gays Iran, and the country not build- 
ing nuclear weapons), his political standing 
within his nation is shaky. 

Thanks to Ahmadinejad's incendiary talk 
and Iran's reckless pursuit of nuclear weap- 
ons, the nation’s economy is a mess. And for 
a politician who was elected to put Iran back 
on a path to prosperity, as he was, that is bad 
news. Experts local politics 
Iran say that Ahmadinejad's political party 
will likely lose ground in the March 2008 
round of parliamentary elections that precede 
Iran's 2009 presidential election. 

Since the Iranian parliament and presi- 
dent have very little power, it is easy to shrug 
this off. Harder discount the fact the 
clerics allied to Ahmadinejad recently were 
denied seats on the 86-member Assembly 
of Experts, which will choose the mullah 
who will become Iran’s next supreme ruler. 
As politicians everywhere do, Ahmadinejad 
was hoping that good performance abroad 
would bolster his fortunes home. The bot- 
tom line: Ahmadinejad needed Columbia 
more than Columbia needed him. 

So why did Columbia subject itself to 
the public drubbing endured? The dean 
Columbia Law School, David Schizer, 
in a carefully worded statement, made an 
undeniable point when said: “Although 
believe free and open debate Co- 
lumbia and should never suppress points 
view, are also committed academic 
standards. high-quality academic discus- 
sion depends intellectual honesty but, 
unfortunately, Mr. Ahmadinejad has proven 
himself, time and again, to be uninterested 
whether his words are true.” 

difficult argue that Columbia, 
New York City, the United States, or the 
world would have been less enlightened if 
Ahmadinejad had never been invited. It 


is equally difficult to argue that Columbia 
president Lee Bollinger covered himself 
glory. Bollinger’s bracing denunciation of 
Ahmadinejad was certainly welcome. But it 
would have been more couvincing had 
not flip-flopped and waffled and dithered 
the months before the Iranian president ar- 
rived for his gig. 

This newspaper can understand those, 
such as Dean Schizer, who wonder why 
Ahmadinejad was invited the first place. 
But subscribing to the theory “if you have 
lemons, make lemonade,” it makes sense to 
have allowed Ahmadinejad speak, for the 
very sound and simple reason that reminds 
there are dangerous people this world 
whom ignore our peril. The best anti- 
dote to vile and destructive speech is more 
speech. Democracies are certainly untidy 
constructs, but as such they thrive — and 
crave this sort freedom. 

What deeply disturbing about the 
Ahmadinejad controversy is how the white 
noise surrounding contributing the 
spurious idea that Iran, undeniable spon- 
sor of terrorism, is, as such, in some way 
linked the 9/11 attacks. Nothing could 
further from the truth and from reality. 

Iranian officialdom may depending 
the official question either distrust 
or hate the US. But the vast majority of

Iranians, especially the young, have posi- 
tive feelings toward this nation. Iran was 
the only country in the Muslim world to ex- 
press sympathy for and solidarity with the 
US in the days after 9/11, as its mass candle- 
light vigils attested. 

In harder, politico-military terms, the 
government and its people see 
Qaeda enemies. suggest that the odious 
Iranian government someway league 
with the equally odious forces Bin Laden 
the sort big lie which the Bush adminis- 
tration excels in producing. 

fact, the latest lie that President 
Bush trying disseminate. Concern 
growing Washington that Bush maneu- 
vering launch air war against Iran, us- 
ing the same sort groundless fears used 
mobilize public opinion favor our 
disastrous Iraq misadventure.

Randall Munroe, the 
22-year-old creator of the 
comic, moved to the area 
in June. A former NASA 
scientist with a degree in 
physics, he can appeal to 
his fans’ unique sense of 
humor. And they thank 
him for it. 

“One of my friends 
characterized it very well 
as, ‘Oh my God, there’s 
someone in my head 
reading my thoughts 
and making a webcomic 
about them,’” said John 
Ostwald, a 27-year-old 
software developer from 
Newton. 

The meet-up was 
prompted by a March 
comic entitled “Dream 
Girl,” in which Munroe’s 
stick-figure narrator recounts meeting a girl in 
a dream who urgently whispered a date, time, 
and the mapping coordinates — 42.39561, 

71.13051 — of Williams Park in his ear. The 
narrator goes there at the appointed moment 
but, as he sadly concludes, “It turns out want- 
ing something doesn’t make it real.” 

But hundreds of people decided to make it 
just that. “Dream Girl” was enough to bring 
Alex Norris here all the way from England

and booked the plane ticket,” said the 34-year- 
old IT-support technician, who participated 
in a tape-measure length competition during 
the gathering. 

“| think it’s really amazing because there 
was absolutely no planning that went into 
this,” said Claire Bailey, an 18-year-old student 
at MIT. “It was all just people acting indepen- 
dently and coming together as one.” 

So at 2:38 prn, the crowd cheered and ap- 
plauded . . . and waited. Then Munroe ap- 
peared. “Dream Girl” had been enlarged onto 
giant white boards and affixed to a fence, with 
blank boards hung alongside. 

“Maybe wanting something does make it 
real,” Munroe told the assembled fandom. 
“Clearly, the comic needs to be corrected.” 

With that, Sharpies were distributed and 
the fans took their turn with the pen. Among 
the comments scribbled on the new last “pan- 
el” of the comic were “xkcd is made of people,” 
“First post?!,” and “I came all the way from 
NYC to have my dream come true.” 

Later, Munroe was 10-deep in a throng of 
geeks, autographing everything from a Rubix 
cube to an exposed breast to a picture of two 
buffalo mating. 

“The comic said that no one was going 
to show up,” said Munroe, an unassuming- 
looking guy in a striped green T-shirt. “On 
the other hand, you draw the comic and other 
people get the same idea and maybe that is 
how things do happen.” 

Adrian Sud, a 21-year-old UMass-Amherst 
student, says it was a happy ending. “All the 
fans, if nothing had happened, we would have 
been perfectly content. But something hap- 
pened, and that just makes the world for us.”

Cyclist foils heist 


This past Wednesday, Lee Peters spotted a man and a woman 
attempting to steal his bike near the Christian Science Plaza. 
As he approached (he later wrote in an e-mail to members of 
the bicycle-advocacy group Boston Critical Mass), the male 
thief “took a swing at me with the bolt cutters. I ducked. He 
ran. I got on my bike to follow. I couldn't find him.” 

But the story dian’t end there. Three hours later, Peters re- 
ceived an e-mail update, headed “This is so cool!”, from Christian 
Science Monitor staffer Andrew Heining, a stranger to Peters but 
a Critical Mass member. Heining had witnessed the incident 
from across Mass Ave and had impulsively pursued the fleeing 
male bike thief (the woman had, by then, escaped). Shout- 
ing at passers-by to call the police, he pedaled after the man, 
who was on foot, for a few blocks, fueled by a large amount of 
adrenaline and a little desire for revenge. (Heining previously 
had two bikes stolen in the same area.) 

Eventually, the runaway thief tired and the two faced off 
on Dalton Street, near Jasper White’s Summer Shack. The 
thief, wrote Heining, “swung his bag with the bolt cutters in it 
at me, and we got into a scuffle.” The bike-napper escaped yet 
again, but Heining’s shouts for police proved effective. A cruis- 
er pulled up, Heining hopped in, and the chase continued. 

“The call went out and like five cars responded, Dragnet style,” 
writes Heining to the Phoenix by e-mail. About 10 minutes later, 
officers arrested the alleged culprit near Match, on Mass Ave, and 
Heining identified him. Police charged the perp, James Johnson, 
with assault and battery with a deadly weapon, “possession 
of burgiarious instruments,” attempt to commit a crime, and 
receiving stolen property, according to Erika Gully-Santiago, a 
spokesperson for the Suffolk County DA's office. Johnson was held 
on $5000 bail, with a court date set for October 9. 

So what was Peters’s response to all this? He offered Heining 
the best reward possible, next to Internet fame: beer.

But their presence New Hampshire 
especially compelling, since independents 
that state can outnumber registered partisans 
(particularly on the Republican side) and can 
vote in either contest. They've determined 
New Hampshire primaries the past, and 
could certainly do it again. 

2000, for instance, Gore led Bill 
Bradley, and George Bush led John McCain, 
among registered party affiliates the 
lead the State’s primary. But 
when the independents who tend 
support less partisan candidates flock 
the polls vote against candidate they 
don’t like weighed in, McCain passed 
Bush while maintained his lead over 
Bradley. (Had more independents voted 
in the Democratic primary, Bradley likely 
would have stolen votes from McCain and 
overtaken Gore, and McCain might have 
been an historical asterisk. Of course, that 
didn’t happen.) 

Predicting where the independents will 
flock pure guesswork. little 
certainty how the upcoming New 
Hampshire primary will play out, even 
though “bring us together” Obama has 
made the strongest effort to appeal across 
party lines. Giuliani and McCain probably 
have similar support from some moderate 
independents, as does Clinton among voters 
who want to see a woman elected. 

intriguing question, then, where 
an anti-Clinton independent vote, if it 
materializes, might congregate. Obama or 
Edwards are the obvious choices — though 
Giuliani recently has made efforts to iden- 
tify himself the “anti-Clinton” candidate 
the race. That’s good politics his part, 
and it means independent voters who want 
stop Clinton have tactical choice that 
could determine the New Hampshire out- 
come both parties. 


Second choices are another crucial - 
for now, unquantifiable aspect 
in determining who ultimately will secure 


a party’s nomination. Right now, the polls 
measure support for all candidates, but 
the time most voters choose — even in New 
Hampshire — the field will be narrowed sub- 
stantially by earlier results. 

Recent elections have shown that the 
primary electorate will abandon preferred 
candidate she has done poorly else- 
where. If Mitt Romney wins Iowa, then, 
he obviously will get a bounce into New 
Hampshire. But what about the candidates 
who worse than expected the early 
contests? As their support dissipates, where 
their votes go?

GROWING PAINS

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THINGS BEEN GOING WELL LATE FOR NEEDHAM-BASED 


CHRONIC-PAIN SPECIALIST DR. JOSEPH ZOLOT. MAY, STATE AND FEDERAL 
OFFICIALS SEIZED HIS OFFICE RECORDS. ONE MONTH LATER, THE STATE 


Board of Registration for medicine revoked his 
license. Now that the US Drug Enforcement 
Agency (DEA) and local police have launched 
criminal investigation into whether 
overprescribed narcotic painkillers such 
OxyContin patients, Dr. Zolot’s troubles are 
about multiply. 

The notion that Zolot crossed the line that 
separates legitimate treatment from enabling 
destructive narcotic addictions — that is, the 
line between ethical doctoring and serious 
federal felony presumes that such distinc- 
tion has been made. In fact, federal drug- 
enforcement authorities have never given phy- 
sicians much guidance what constitutes 
legal versus criminal prescribing conduct. 

Yet the feds continue prosecute hand- 
ful pain specialists every year, sending 
well-meaning doctors into panic that they, 
too, will be the victim of ill-defined laws. For 
Zolot, that threat is all too real, as his will 
likely the next name the docket. 


DISAPPEARING STANDARD 
The relationship between pain doctors and the 
federal government has long been strained, 
dating back the advent the “war 
drugs” the early 20th century, when opioids 
and other analgesic drugs were first regulated. 
At the time, medical professionals resent- 
anti-drug bureaucrats for dictating what

modes and amounts of anti-pain medication 
were appropriate. Yet in recent decades, doc- 
tors have accepted that government interfer- 
ence is likely here to stay. Their main com- 
plaint now not that the government seeks 
regulate prescription drug use it’s that 
the laws are so vague. 

Given the medical difficulties treating 
patients acute pain (or those who are will- 
ing fake pain order get narcotics), this 
state affairs poses grave legal dangers 
conscientious physicians. 

But doesn’t have this way. 

2004, rare and long-overdue gesture 
cooperation with health-care professionals, 
the DEA produced also posted 
its Web site, titled “Prescription Pain 
Medications: Frequently Asked Questions and 
Answers for Health Care Professionals and 
Law Enforcement Personnel.” The tract, co- 
written with the Pain Policy Studies Group 
at the University of Wisconsin, was a well- 
reasoned and thorough guide prescribing 
controlled narcotics. June Dahl, a University 
Wisconsin-Madison professor pharma- 
cology, even hailed the guidelines great 
step toward reducing the barriers” the 
treatment severe pain. 

“It’s amazing how much confusion there 
still is,” Dahl told the Associated Press in 
August 2004. “There is a reluctance to give 
adequate doses. kind seems unbelievable 
that there reluctance treat people who 
are dying.” 

Two months later, though, the tract was 
from the DEA’s Web site. Doctors 
expressed shock, while 30 state attorneys gen- 
eral signed letter the Justice Department 
protesting the puzzling move. “Adequate pain 
management is often difficult to obtain,” 
wrote the attorneys general, “because many 
physicians fear investigations and enforce- 
ment actions they prescribe adequate levels 
opioids have many patients with pre- 
scriptions for pain medication.” 

matter. The DEA was then prosecuting 
high-profile pain specialist the District 
Court in Alexandria, Virginia. So the docu- 
ment had expunged, lest seriously 
damage the feds’ prosecutorial rationale. 


PAIN THE FAQ 
case similar Zolot’s, Virginia- 
based Dr. William Hurwitz, outspoken 
advocate opioid therapy for chronic-pain 
suffers, was indicted on dozens of counts of 
drug trafficking, conspiracy, and even run- 
ning criminal enterprise.

And “important dis- 
claimer,” it would have warned that “lack 

strict adherence these suggestions 
does not imply that particular practice 
outside the scope legitimate medical prac- 
tice.” The scientific literature is “limited,” 
the DEA literature had concluded, and there 
is “multifaceted controversy” by experts in 
their field. 

With that pamphlet, the government had 
come dangerously close acknowledging the 
realities of modern pain medicine. Instead, 
retreated from the FAQ because consid- 
ered winning the Hurwitz case more 
important than clarifying proper treatment 
chronic pain. 

fact, while Hurwitz’s trial was prog- 
ress, the DEA updated its Web site to state 
that the document question was with- 
drawn because contained misstatements. 
But this past June, Mark Caverly, the head of 
the liaison and policy section for the 
Office of Diversion Control, finally “acknowl- 
edged the Hurwitz trial was one reason the 
FAQ were pulled,” according New 

Aagazine reporter Tina Rosenberg. 

With clear guidelines place, then, 
the federal government continues make 
examples prominent pain doctors around 
the country, such as Hurwitz and Zolot. 

far, it’s been largely successful strat- 
egy, that has forced all pain doctors 
screen their patients more carefully. But at 
what cost? 

Not once since the deletion the FAQ 
document from the DEA’s Web site has the 
government seriously sought cooperate 
with leaders the medical profession 
define, once and for all, illegal medical prac- 
tices the area pain management. Such 
effort would allow legitimate medical 
practitioners feel more comfortable pre- 
scribing opiate therapy and help patients 
manage their chronic pain and regain con- 
trol of their lives. Plus, it would facilitate the 
ability punish doctors who 
fact cross that line between good- and 
bad-faith medicine. 

The medical profession may not like hav- 
ing federal bureaucrats play such large role 
defining professional standards, but its 
overt clarification rules would major 
improvement over the current system, 
which doctors have idea when their medi- 
cal judgments might land them prison.

LBANIA, COLOMBIA — It’s hard 

imagine that town poor 

this one could have slum. 

But the rutted dirt roads lead- 

ing off the town’s central plaza, 
many newcomers have constructed make- 
shift dwellings the shadows “overbur- 
den” mountains waste soil and rock 
removed the coal mine only few kilome- 
ters away. The shacks have dirt floors and, 
when the wind blows the wrong direction, 
the air thick with dust. 

Six years ago, Albania’s newest arrivals 
led different sort life town that 
has since been wiped off the map. They 
were farmers, largely self-sustaining, who 
supplemented their living with cash from 
surplus crops lemons, plantains, and 
grapefruit. Their lives were not idyllic, 
but neither were they wretched. The town 
they then called home was Tabaco. 

Today Tabaco memory, obliterated 
was on August 9, 2001, to allow for expansion 
the world’s largest open-pit coal mine. 
that day, employees the Zona Norte 
mine supported armed security guards, 


the national police, and the army, which 
dragged some residents from their homes 

by force — leveled the town with bulldozers, 
evicting Tabaco’s 700 residents and razing its 
every structure. The coal from that mine now 
fires power plants the Bay State. Anytime 
anyone Eastern Massachusetts flips 
light switch, there’s better than percent 
chance the illumination they enjoy comes 
the misery inflicted the displaced 
the now non-existent town. 

One the people displaced the mas- 
sive, 30-by-five-mile mine was Aura 
Pérez, then age 70. was very beauti- 
ful,” she mourned in a videotaped testimoni- 
al, she stood before the ruins her house 
that fateful August day. “There was plenty 
food the people here hardly ever got sick 
because everything was clean. There was 
beautiful pond, unpolluted this was what 
life used like here. was very safe; you 
could wherever you wanted, any hour 
the day night. Look how it’s all 
destroyed. They destroyed everything.” 

Some 100 the people displaced 
August took refuge Tabaco’s school, 


which had been left standing. When was 
razed January 2002, they moved 
plot land they had formerly farmed that 
had since been purchased the mine. They 
slept hammocks. April, the mine com- 
pany evicted them from there, well. 
November, Aura Pérez was dead. 

“She died impotence,” says her brother, 
José Julio Pérez, who also was displaced when 
Tabaco was destroyed. Aura Pérez was one 
people who died the months after the 
village was evacuated. “When she became 
sick,” her brother explained, “there was no 
way get the medicine she needed. lost 
our homes, lost our land, lost our 
community, lost our livelihoods lost 


everything.” 
ANOTHER ONE BITES THE DUST 


Tabaco was Afro-Colombian community 
founded, according its elders, enslaved 
Africans who aboard slave ship the 
end the 1700s, overcame their captors, and 
reached land the northern Colombian coast 
free men and women. They traveled inland 
and established several free villages near the 
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Rancheria River. this remote, windswept 
region, they farmed and traded with local in- 
digenous Wayuu for 200 years until the coal 
mine came and everything changed. 

Under Colombian law, Afro-Colombian 
and indigenous communities can claim 
collective legal title lands that they iden- 
tify ancestral lands. Although Tabaco’s 
residents have farmed the land around their 
former village for generations, they can’t 
pursue legal claim because the land 
longer exists has been swallowed 
the mine since Tabaco was displaced 2001. 

That’s because Tabaco, in northern 
Colombia’s resource-rich Guajira peninsula 
near the Venezuelan border, sat on top of some 
deposits. In the 1980s — spurred on by voth 
the high cost mining and new environmen- 
tal regulations that required lower emissions 
the United States the Exxon corporation 
opened Zona Norte. The country’s 
second-biggest mine, Loma owned 
the Birmingham, Alabama-based Drummond 
Company soon followed neighboring 
Cesar Province. Today, Tabaco lies buried 
the huge, gaping gash Its resi- 
dents have scattered, and about families 
have crowded into inadequate provisional 
dwellings the town Albania.

Too often, these 
ecosystems include people who are simply 
deemed dispensable the mining compa- 
nies, the power companies that buy the coal, 
and the consumers electricity produced 
the power companies. Colombia, these are 
indigenous Wayuu and Afro-Colombian people 
who have inhabited the desert Guajira for 
hundreds even thousands years. 

And among those who benefit from their 
displacement might well you. 

The coal mine has been operat- 
ing the region since the 1980s, extracting 
more than two million tons coal month. 
All of the coal is exported, 20 percent to the 
United States most fire East Coast 
power plants. 

Massachusetts the only New England 
rely heavily coal for producing 
electricity. One-fourth its electricity comes 
from burning coal, three separate plants: 
the Mount Tom plant Holyoke, the Salem 
Harbor plant Salem, and the Brayton Point 
plant Somerset. (Although Rhode Island 
itself uses no coal, the Brayton Point plant, on 
the Island border, 
the largest source pollution that state.) 

East Coast industries and power plants 
used rely coal brought rail from 
Appalachia and the southeastern US. But 
beginning the 1970s, environmental 
regulations started requiring power plants 
lower their emissions. The idea behind 
the legislation was for plants upgrade 
their equipment and install scrubbers that 
would catch toxic particles (sulfur dioxide 
and nitrogen oxide) during the burning pro- 
cess. But many plants found that they could 
their emissions simply switching 
higher-quality, cleaner-burning coal, such 
could found the open-pit coal mines 
the western United States.

another source: Colombia’s vast, untapped, 
and clean-burning coal deposits. Soon these 


two companies were shutting down their 
mines shift production Colombia.

POSTCARDS FROM THE EDGE 
you follow the road out from Albania, you 
come more tiny settlements with pictur- 
esque names: Chancleta, Patilla, Roche, 
But the villages are anything but 
picturesque. Albania offers least veneer 
activity and life, these villages, according 
to one union leader from the mine, belong 
the “living dead.” Barefoot children with 
distended bellies cough lie listlessly. While 
American visitor watches, toddler coughs 
parasitic roundworm.

Oil barrels with MoBIL stamped 
the side collect sparse rain water, left over 
from the days when Exxon-Mobil owned the 
mine. (In 2002 Exxon sold its operation the 
current owners, consortium multination- 
als, three the largest mining companies 
the world: BHP Billiton, based Australia; 
Anglo-American, British-South African com- 
pany; and Glencore/Xstrata, in Switzerland.)

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bought all the farmland, leaving the vil- 
lage isolated island. 

“Tamaquito is a very, very poor indig- 
enous community,” explains Jairo Dionisio 
Fuentes Epiayu, the native governor. 
(Tamaquito is governed by traditionally elect- 
ed authorities.) “We are suffering a lot here 
because the mine has completely surrounded 
us. We don’t have access to the roads to move 
or leave our village. We have to walk on 
trails, and it takes four or five hours to get 
Patilla nearest village]. This means 
don’t have access anything. 
even let its property hunt. 

We used to support ourselves by hunting, by 


Planting, but now that has bought 
everything around it, have way 
surviving.” 


Cerrején’s slogan is “Coal for the world, 
progress for Colombia.” It’s repeated the 
company’s Web site, in its advertisements, 
and billboards ubiquitous the province. 
Eder Arregocés, a community leader from 
Chancleta, takes an ironic view of these 
oft-repeated words. “If that is so, I'd like 
know, what country the towns 
Chancleta, Roche, and Tabaco belong? There 
are droves young people just wandering 
around because there is no school, there is no 
work. may one the largest coal mines 
in Latin America, but most families here eat 
one meal day.” 

“At first believed what they said, 
that the mine would bring progress for 
Colombia,” adds Inés Arregocés, another 
villager displaced from Tabaco. “But now 
see that it’s sadness and destruction 
for Colombia, because were displaced 
from our homes, from our lands. They 
are dumping huge piles earth where our 
houses, our streets, our schools used be. 
And now it’s just giant mountains of dirt, 
contamination, and for us.” 

gone from being productive 
community,” adds Wilman Palmezano 
Chancleta, “to community paupers.” 


SILVER AND COAL 
Although the mine’s impact local com- 
munities has been devastating, some people 
inside Colombia and outside are reaping 
benefits from the operation. The most obvi- 
ous beneficiaries are the management-level 
employees the mine itself. Many them 
live the town Mushaisa, inside the gated 
compound the mine. There they enjoy 
quiet suburban lifestyle that seems light- 
years removed from the villages outside. 
Paved, well-lit streets are flanked green 
lawns and brightly painted houses. Tennis 
courts, swimming pools, movie theaters, and 
shops provide entertainment and supplies. 
Electricity flows everywhere, and water runs 
sparkly clean from the taps. Children attend 
one the country’s best bilingual schools, 
where they follow curriculum. Outside, 
the illiteracy rate percent and most chil- 
dren don’t make past the fifth grade 
they attend all.

A job at Cerrej6n is a good job by Colombian 
standards. The pay is far less than a compa- 
rable job would pay in the United States, but 
workers enjoy a strong union, health and edu- 
cation benefits, and pensions. Subcontracted 
workers are generally not so well-off. They 
aren't covered by the union contract, and 
their jobs are lower-paid and often temporary. 
Still, a job is a job, and, in a country with a 
poverty rate of 50 percent and unemployment 
ranging from 10 to 20 percent in recent years, 
a job is not to be sneezed at. 

The company’s profits flow around 
the world. Coal is now Colombia’s second 
largest legal export, following oil, and 
Cerrej6n’s exports represent an important 
source foreign exchange for Colombia. 
The company pays royalties of more than 
$100 million US dollars a year to the 
Colombian government, much of which is 
returned to local municipalities. 

The profits also flow into the coffers of 
the three multinationals 
that own the mine, benefit- 
ing their employees and 
executives. And 
pays out more than half a 
billion dollars to its share- 
holders every year. In 2005 
it reported close to $450 
million in retained profits. 
The communities affected 
by the mine got a much 
smaller compensation from 
the company’s operation: 
Cerrej6n spent just $2 mil- 
lion its “communities 
division.” 

Even that relatively 
paltry sum never seems 
make the people for 
whom it is earmarked, com- 
plain the residents. Most of 
the money, they say, ends 
the hands corrupt 
officials. Cerrej6n admits 
that its royalty payments 
often fail reach their pre- 
scribed destinations, and 
in July 2006 implemented 
an oversight commission 
to monitor its distribution.

BRIDGING THE GAP 

The impact of Colombian coal on Massachu- 
setts communities complex. Energy com- 
panies, such Dominion Energy owner 
the Salem Harbor and Brayton Point power 
plants Massachusetts, and one the larg- 
est buyers of Colombian coal in the US — tout 
its environmental benefits: Colombian coal 
has very low sulfur and ash quantities, 
burns cleaner than most domestic coal. It’s 
also cheaper than domestic coal, which helps 
keep down the costs electricity. 

But environmental organizations such 
HealthLink, North Shore group founded 
1997 in response to concerns about contami- 
nation from Salem’s coal-fired power plant, 
take somewhat different view. They believe 
that switching to a different kind of coal is a 
Band-Aid solution, or perhaps even a way of 
evading environmental laws. 

“In Massachusetts, Colombian coal 
way for Dominion delay having install 
costly capital equipment meet our state’s 
clean-air regulations,” says HealthLink found- 
Lynn Nadeau. addition, its name sug- 
gests, HealthLink takes holistic approach 
the impact fossil fuels and the true cost 
coal our society. Shifting coal mining 
Colombia doesn’t reduce environmental 
destruction just relocates it. “Colombian 
coal exploits cheap labor and causes vast envi- 
ronmental degradation adds Nadeau, 
“making many areas uninhabitable.” 

Since 2001, small group coal consum- 
ers Massachusetts and elsewhere have 
pressed well the power 
companies that buy the coal change 
its treatment local communities. Some 
these Massachusetts residents have lob- 
bied, met with mine and power-plant offi- 
cials, and visited the Colombian mines 
investigate the conditions for themselves. 


They have also invited union leaders and 
village representatives from Colombia 
Massachusetts on numerous occasions. In 
Salem, the mayor and the city council have 
both advocated for the human rights those 
affected coal mining Colombia. 

mayor, Kimberly Driscoll, 
issued statement after meeting with José 
Julio Pérez, declaring the city’s support for 
Tabaco’s relocation struggle. The Salem City 
Council also condemned the mine’s destruc- 
tion of Tabaco and called for the town's 
relocation “carried out promptly and 
effectively, so that the inhabitants of Tabaco 
can rebuild their community and lead pro- 
ductive, shared lives.” 

Dominion Energy has been a bit more 
reluctant speak out publicly the 


Representatives from that company met with 


Pérez in March 2006 and issued a guarded 
statement the following month. 

“Dominion sympathetic the prob- 
lems this village faces. expect all 
our suppliers domestic and foreign 
adhere all rules and regulations govern- 
ing their operations. Dominion would like 
to see a just resolution to these issues,” it 
said. The power company formalized its 
position March 2007 letter all its 
coal suppliers, after visit the 
mine that same month. “At Dominion, we 
think important periodically rein- 
force our supply partners our position 
ethical conduct and social responsibility,” 
the letter reads. “This simply means to try 
work with regulators, employees, and 
those directly and indirectly affected your 
operations with respect, dignity, and com- 
mon decency,” including “negotiating 
good faith with labor groups and interacting 
with stakeholders who are impacted your 
operations.” 

Although the letter is careful not to accuse 
any supplier violating these principles, 
does warn that “it Dominion’s intention 
seek out like-minded suppliers who share 
dedicated commitment these values 
our supply partners.” The company declined, 
however, join fact-finding delegation, 
well several invitations arrange inde- 
pendent meetings with the mine’s union 
visit the affected communities while 
the region. In September 2007, Dominion 
reiterated that “we are still purchasing coal 
from South America.” 

Massachusetts residents who did partici- 
pate fact-finding delegation (organized 
by this author and by the US-based grass- 
roots organization Witness for Peace) the 
mining region this past August took much 
stronger view.

FORGET MUNICH. LOCAL GERMAN BEER EXPERT OFFERS PRIMER THE BEST 
BAVARIAN LAGERS THIS OKTOBERFEST AND ALL AUTUMN LONG. 


o hear it told, Munich’s Okto- 

berfest these days is a circus. A 

boorish, borborygmic baccha- 

nal, overflowing with trashed 

tourists and flatulent tubas. It’s 
become, says Horst Dornbusch — a Ger- 
man ex-pat and brewing expert who lives 
on the North Shore — a kitschy money- 
making machine: vulgar spectacle for 
the burping and farting set.” 

Authentic? Nein. “The traditional 
Bavarian music has been replaced lot 
rhythm and blues, rock and roll,” says 
Dornbusch. “Bavarians in their lederhosen 
playing New Orleans jazz.” 

Oh, the locals will stop in at the fair- 
grounds at least once, for tradition’s sake, 
quaff stein three. But usu- 
ally do so early in the day, “while the visi- 
tors sleep off their hangover. And about 
three o'clock in the afternoon, they clear 
out. That’s when the world shows up.” 

such, even though Dornbusch who’s 
from Dusseldorf and emigrated here by boat 
in 1969 — still returns to Germany three to 
five times a year as part of his brewery con- 
sulting business, “during Oktoberfest, you 
will never find Munich.” 

You will, however, find him in his West 
Newbury kitchen, dressed in an open-collared 
tuxedo shirt, holding goblet glowing 
golden German lager to the light and 
expounding with rhapsodic erudition the 
exacting art and science Bavarian brewing. 

Indeed, that sloppy, sloshy fortnight 
Deutsch debauchery — the fest started this 
past Saturday and lasts until October 
stands stark contrast with the meticu- 
lous, precise method behind the crafting 
Munich's full-bodied, malt-heavy, lightly 
hopped Oktoberfest beers. 

As the air chills and the leaves turn, the 
beginning autumn marks the beer enthu- 
siast's favorite time of year, when the brews 
get darker and stronger, their flavors more 
complex. And so, as nearly seven million 
tourists throng Miinchen this week 
many guzzling to oblivion, slumping over 
as bloated bierleichen (“beer corpses”) on the 
tents’ long tables without thought the 
world for the nuances beers’ color 
flavor the Phoenix figured could save 
you mega-marks in travel fees — not to 
mention dry cleaning — by keeping you in 
the Bay State this Oktober. Dornbusch was all 
too happy oblige with marathon four- 
hour tasting session while expounding the 
finer points Bavarian lager. 


SUMMERTIME BLUES 

The first Oktoberfest was on October 12, 
1810, a massive gathering of 40,000 people 
thrown in a meadow outside Munich by 
Crown Prince Ludwig Bavaria com- 
memorate his marriage to Therese of Saxe- 


n. But if Oktoberfest kicked 
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THE HUNT FOR PERFECT OKTOBER German brewing expert Horst Dornbusch gives 


the best four-hour lesson of our lives. 


Sometime in the 15sos, Albrecht V, duke 
Bavaria, issued ban brewing the 
summer, The reason? Beer tasted awful 
then. those pre-pasteurization days, 
one understood that it was caused by teem- 
ing bacteria. “In the winter, the beer tasted 
great,” says Dornbusch. “In the summer, 
tasted horrible: medicinal, sour, skunky 
They didn’t know why, but they knew that. 
The response was to outlaw it.” 

But thirsty Germans cannot last a 
ier without bee nkable. The 
then, was to work overtime in 


nd April, making barrels and bar- 


stronger, slightly hoppier beer, then 
caching them away cellars mountain 
caves keep them cool. This lager, called 
Marzen (“March”), was dipped into over the 
course the summer until brewing could 
legally begin anew September. 

In those days, cooperage was very 
expensive barrels were precious com- 
modities. free the casks for the 
new batches fall beer, folks would gather 
around harvest time for an informal cel- 
ebration finish off the Marzen beer, 
this point mellowed and clarified its cool 
summer-long rest, in October.

The designation “Marzen Oktoberfestbier” 
not calendar-jumbling contradiction 
terms. simply means Marzen beer that, 
keeping with tradition, consumed 
October. 

Dornbusch defines it, 
pale but full-bodied lager brewed with 
Munich malt and aromatic German hops 
alcohol volume between five and six per- 
cent. Marzen-Oktoberfestbier Marzen 
that has been aged for least two months 
but not longer than six, Got it? Gut. 

When discussing German beer, one soon 
understands that definitions and rules 
are inherent the style. And not just the 
famed Reinheitsgebot (or “Purity Law”) that 
was on the books from 1516 until 1987 — “the 
only ingredients used for the brewing 
beer must Barley, Hops, and Water. 
Whosoever knowingly disregards trans- 
gresses upon this ordinanee, shall pun- 
ished” and still followed voluntarily 
most brewers. 

“The German culture governed,” 
says Dornbusch. (Ya like laws 
dictated from above. It’s sort bred into 
them.” laughs. “That’s why I’m here. 

wasn’t obedient enough.” When comes 
beer, however, he’s happy play 
the rules. 

Dornbusch identifies three great beer cul- 
tures the world. The British styles pri- 
marily malty, fast fermenting ales, using 
English hops like Fuggles and East Kent 
Goldings are little simpler, technically 
speaking, and more forgiving variation. 
The Belgians still follow brewing techniques 
developed the Middle Ages, making ales 
with any ingredients they fancy raspber- 
ries, peaches, candy sugar, lactic bacteria, 
you name it. 

The Germans, the other hand, tried 
“un-Belgify the beer making clean tast- 
ing,” says the days before 
Pasteurization and microfiltration, that 
was tall order. “They took route that was 
trickier. It took them 300 years, from the 
16th century the 19th century, sort 
perfect their way brewing. They knew all 
the odds. They were against bacteria and 
against yeast. They pursued something 
that was very difficult. Eventually they 
came with perfectly controlled set 
lager styles.” 

the process waging war against 
microorganisms and the stylistic excesses 
their European neighbors, Dornbursch says, 
“the Germans became perfectionists the 
styles that they decided dedi- 
cated to. They played to their strengths.” 

result, German styles are rigid. Rule- 
bound. But rewarding. “The Germans went 
for the stylistic straightjacket,” he says, 
“and strove for meticulous perfection.”

“You can sue companies for using the 
name,” says Dornbusch, noting that the 
Big Six have been known “squander 
resources [suing] poor little breweries who 
dare release an Oktoberfest beer.” (Some 
breweries get around the prohibition 
with bit lexical legerdemain; note the 
well-placed space and hyphen “Ayinger 
Oktober Fest-Marzen.”)

Oktoberfest beers

ily stateside except 
Augustiner, which 
doesn’t export 
well American 
approximations 
the classic Marzen/ 
Oktoberfest style. 

LOWENBRAU 
ORIGINAL Not strictly 
an Oktoberfest beer, 
Dornbusch started us 
off with this ordinary 
Munich helles — a 
pale, slightly maltier 
as a sort of base line. 
It’s a fine beer, but 
nothing extraordi- 
nary: there’s a little 
aroma, a cleanness 
up front, a vibrant 
maltiness in the 
middle, and linger 
ing aromatic finish 
imparted by Saaz 
hops. (PS: it’s pronounced lerven-broy.) 

HACKER-PSCHORR ORIGINAL 
OKTOBERFEST This one’s much darker 
than the Lowenbrau, a deep, regal amber. 
There’s slightly more malt in the nose, 
with touch hop astringency toward 
the back. It’s very drinkable. Dornbusch’'s 
verdict: “a concession to modern taste. 
More of a mass-market commercial 
Oktoberfest.” 

PAULANER OKTOBERFEST MARZEN The 
bouquet here is similar to that of Hacker- 
Pschorr’s but is somewhat more com- 
plex. (Interestingly, since their merger, 
H-P and Paulaner are owned by the same 
company and are made the same brew 
house.) The flavor has more substance, 
too, with a more pronounced caramelly 
malt and a vaguely citrus kick of hops at 
the finish. 

SPATEN OKTOBERFEST UR-MARZEN This 
is the first official Oktoberfest beer, rolled 
out in 1872 and still beloved. It’s medium 
bodied, with a clean nose, a little less

Indeed, in this month's All About Beer 
magazine (High Times for the bearded and 


big-bellied set), Randy Mosher argues that 


Germany’s reverence for rules need not 
inhibit American brewing ingenuity. The 
Reinheitsgebot , he writes, that “hallowed 
and ancient document, scribed onto goat- 
skin, the symbol of all that is Germanic 


brewing, has intimidated all into keep- 
ing to the straight and narrow.” Why not, 


Mosher asks, a “Porterbock,” or a stron- 
ger, darker “Novemberfest”? 


After all, the hidebound solemnity 
German brewing admirable. But that 


extreme-beer adrenaline. Sometimes 
rules are necessary. And sometimes 
they’re meant to be broken. ©

ver since Salvatore Ferragamo 

designed the first stiletto heel 

in 1955, podiatrists have faced a 

steady stream female patients 

seeking physical relief from their 
devotion to fashion over function. In fact, 
the ability to withstand torture may well 
be the cornerstone of the beauty industry. 
What smilingly suffering, trend-obsessed 
chick hasn't endured the excruciating 
pain of corset tops, skinny jeans, or five- 
pound hipster Mr. chain necklaces? But 
standing the top any list the most 
inhumane and agonizing manifestations 
of style are, of course, shoes. 

Any fashionista will tell you that 
it’s absolutely essential to pretend the 
anguish doesn’t actually exist, and that 
it’s in fact pleasurable to spend hundreds 
dollars pieces stitched leather 
that mangle her toes and alter the align- 
ment of her spine. Occasionally, though, 
someone on the inside will take it upon 
themselves issue bit wake-up 
call. Liz Jones, a British fashion reporter 
at The Daily Mail, reported this past week 
the hellacious fashion challenge she 
undertook: to wear eight of the season’s 
most stylish, desirable high heels during 
New York Fashion Week. By the end of 
her experiment, Jones reported, her feet 
resembled “pink hams,” and, when they 
saw her hobbling her gate, airport staff 
offered her a wheelchair. To be utterly 
miserable breathtaking pair four- 
inch Burberry platform sandals reach 
the apex of sartorial élan. God, it hurts to 
look good. 

Scholars believe shoes were originally 
created (the first known shoe dates from 
around 7000 BC) for practical purposes

fashion installation, “Walk This Way,” 
the Museum Fine Arts documents the 
transformation that turned footwear into 
a chief status symbol. 

The exhibit itself aesthetic trea- 
sure hunt not unlike long search for 
the ideal pair of versatile, tall, flat brown 
boots: you have forage for the goods, 
and the level of exertion required is simi- 
lar to spending an afternoon pillaging 
the bins at Filene’s Basement. I wouldn't 
recommend wearing heels either excur- 
sion. Still, the reward worth the effort. 

The MFA has billed “Walk This Way” 
as the first exhibit of its kind, by virtue 
the curatorial decision match the 
shoes displayed throughout the muse- 
existing galleries with the works 
art already place. Rather than walk 
through separate room devoted boots 
and slippers, visitors have navi- 
gate the entire museum with map 
guide. The pairing the various shoes 
and their partnered painting, sculpture, 
textile lends additional insight into the 
design.

“Walk This Way” distinguishes itself 
from other recent fashion-as-art instal-

Way” offers clear connection between 
the footwear and the art. couple 
wood-inlaid kabkabs (bath stilts) are 
placed alongside the willowy, bare-backed 
woman Jean-Léon Géréme’s Moorish 
Bath the second-floor European 
gallery. the 19th and century 
American wing, there are two tiny sets 
doll shoes trimmed with ribbon and 
beads, manufactured in France in the 
1870s. They’re placed case next 
John Singer iconic The Daughters 
of Edward Darley Boit, in which one little 
girl absorbed play with exquisite 
china doll. Larissa Ponomarenko’s bedaz- 
zled pointe shoes from her performance 
the Boston Ballet’s Cinderella this past 
fall are adjacent Edgar Degas’s petite 
Little Dancer sculpture. 

But the installation does dig deeper 
with some pairings, explaining, ina 
quirky manner, the underlying reason for 
certain shoe’s style. The MFA links two 
beautifully preserved Venetian chopines 
(an early version the high heel) with 
postcard-perfect depiction Venice 
canal by Giovanni Antonio Canal (Bacino 
San Marco). The only thing the image 
lacks, in this context, is a hint of the 
city’s population say, hordes rich

women tottering the shops their 
platforms. Still, the relationship explains 
the significance the drastic shoe height 
— in Venice, water is everywhere, and 
what proper lady would want find 
herself with wet toes? Of course, the cho- 
pine had a symbolic function, as well. 
The shoe heel could soar to as high as 20 
inches, and thus required any fashionista 
who dared sport them to hire an atten- 
dant whom she would balance keep 
from falling. only could get bet- 
ter sense of this here — the idea is espe- 
cially funny when considered in light of 
a Hollywood personal-assistant’s duties. 
Wintour and moguls like Diddy have 
their own umbrella holders. And, addi 
tion to making Starbucks runs, Britney 
various handlers are expected 
ensure she doesn’t land on her ass when 
she’s dancing tipsily her cowboy boots 
on a table at Hyde. 

“Walk This Way” also creates scenar- 
ios where pair shoes are matched 
with another pair shoes. Take, for 
example, the Italian women’s “slap- 
sole” shoes from the 1600s included in 
the collection. They’re leather, embel- 
lished with silk, metallic embroidery, 
and intended solely for indoor wear. 
The MFA matches them with a similarly 
conceived Marc Jacobs platform wedge, 
crafted Italy for his 2006 collection. 
The coupling confirms the influence 
the past design Jacobs’s present 

inspiration, and the obvious effect 

the old continues to have on the new. 

But also proves bigger point about 
bending the rules: fashion royalty 
longer what once was. Italian 
courtesan of the i7th century would 
likely have been expected to sport these 
extravagant slap-sole shoes as a matter 
of course — such finery, for her, would 
have been the norm. 

Yet the personal taste the current 
queens the best-dressed list can bit 
more unpredictable. Today, gambling with 
one’s appearance suggests that you’re 
the top echelon the fashion elite: con- 
ventionally cute piece isn’t always as desir- 
able article that can considered 
witty, distinctive, crazy, or, just really, 
really ugly. Kate Moss, the super-waif who 
has graced hundreds magazine covers,

appear unfuckable. Nevertheless, Crocs and 
cocaine have done little to take away Moss's 
power. (I doubt Catherine dé Medici would 
have gotten away with either.)

The Beehive maze 
rooms and nooks and galler- 
ies under dome that you 
can’t see from inside, bit 
like an actual beehive.

service for the Beehive? Youth- 
ful, enthusiastic, quick,

Bar snacks, small ag 
plates, and some moderately 
priced entrées particu- 
lar theme but lots flavor.

The only weak appetizer 
found was the summer-vegetable salad ($9), 
which treats long, thin batons zucchini 
and yellow summer squash salad vegeta- 
bles. Even with green garlicky dressing, 
I’m not buying that.

try them), but there’s lots more: a slice of 
eggplant stuffed with parmesan cheese; 
slice Spanish potato omelet; pea tendrils; 
Armenian string cheese; aged cheese like 
Asiago; Italian-antipasto-style Genoa sa- 
lami, mortadella, and prosciutto; fresh to- 
salad; slices French-style garlic sau- 
sage; pickled Middle Eastern cucumber; and 
several kinds olives. It’s abundance 
interesting flavors that is truly appetizing. 

Since the Beehive has both lively bar 
and restaurant crowds, some people may 
never get entrées. The choices are solid 
nonetheless. Grilled swordfish with Persian 
lentil salad ($24) superb piece fish, 
cooked right and served with frisée and 
unobtrusive lentil salad. Spicy shells ($19) 
seem wrap themselves around morsels 
mussel, clam, shrimp, and a little zucchini, 
with just enough hot pepper move things 
along. And steak frites ($23), the Paris bis- 
tro classic, very nicely done with tender, 
cooked-to-order meat that thinly sliced 
and served with oddly shaped fries and 
another tomato salad (of which one cannot 
have too many this time year). 

Grilled Berkshire pork chop ($20) re- 
claims the flavor pork chops, not 
all that this heritage breed pig can de- 
liver, and aided garnish creamed 
horseradish and bacon-stewed greens. 
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Grilled chicken with halloumi cheese ($21) 
achieves full cordon-bleu flavor from the 
salty-melty Arab cheese, and comes with a 
simple bread salad arugula and croutons. 
But what more would anyone need? side 
of roasted corn ($5)? Perhaps not. Mine was 
one ear seasonal corn, just decoratively 
charred and served with lemon-hot but- 
ter sauce and some hot pepper, which 
rather have with lobster. This the one 
time think the chef let his ego overrule his 
instinct for home-style cooking. 

The wine list full unfamiliar wines, 
both cheap and expensive. couldn’t resist 
a bottle of 2002 Chateau Kefraya ($49), from 
the Bekaa Valley Lebanon. novel combi- 
nation cabernet sauvignon with the ma- 
jor red grapes the Valley, it’s the 
best Middle East red wine I’ve had years.

Film, like most arts, tries to turn misery 
into entertainment. applies its magic 

suffering, injustice, and futility the 
hope transforming them into under- 
standing, wisdom, and catharsis — or the 
illusion thereof. Some misery defies film 
to make sense of it, or to remain true to it 
and still keep an audience entertained, but 
that doesn’t stop the naive, the idealistic, 
and the committed from trying. 

The filmmakers represented the Bos- 
ton Palestine ™‘!m Festival at the Museum of 
Fine Arts confront the troubles of that hell- 
ish area with documentary, fiction, allego- 
ry, and combinations of the three. In his ob- 
sessive study impoverished Cape Verdeans 
living the margins Lisbon, Pedro Costa 
resorts those genres and more, including 
some of his own that I don’t think anyone 
has quite put a name to yet. 

The Palestinian films are more con- 
ventional and accessible — no surprise, 
since the turmoil they deal with is more 
intractable and far-reaching.

Such Littin’s argument, any rate 
and the film first makes convincing 
and sometimes charming case.

Jump ahead around century from the 
scene in Luna in which Solymann helps Jac- 
obeo pile stones and you'll find rueful 
counterpart in Udo Haar’s documentary 9 
STAR HOTEL (2007; October 7:45 the 
MFA). A young Palestinian stacks up some 
rocks show how build the title estab- 
lishment when he owns his own construc- 
tion company.

The Steps winks the Huntington; the King’s Men thrills Trinity

ing, you recall The 39 Steps, the 1935 Alfred 

Hitchcock thriller that found fugitive 

hero Richard Hannay pursuing spies 
while being pursued police across the 
foggy black-and-white moors Scotland. 
The Olivier Award-winning, Broadway- 
bound British stage adaptation currently 
spreading its minimalist means across the 
Boston University Theatre mainstage cour- 
tesy the Huntington Theatre Company 
(through October 14) less thriller than 
tongue-in-cheek homage, not just to an ear- 
exemplar the Hitchcock ceuvre but also 
the hoary but beloved traditions British 
Music Hall and provincial rep trickled 
down Monty Python. 

The conceit that the troupe with 
hubris enough reprise the iconic film 
stage complete with hubbub the 
London Palladium, escape the Flying 
Scotsman, mortal peril the Forth Rail 
Bridge, and serial pursuit through hill and 
dale consists four frantic thespians 
wielding some lightweight props and lot 
bravado. Fortunately, the quartet playing 
the quartet, under the snappy direction 
Maria Aitken, operates with precision 
more suggestive the film’s racing train 
than the play’s overburdened troupers. 
the result Hitchcock married 
Noises Off, the show nonetheless film 
buff’s delight, one that slightly over- 
stays its welcome. In a 91-minute theater 
piece (excluding intermission) that mirrors 
almost frame frame 87-minute film, 
little loving whimsy goes long way. 

This winking mix paean and parody 
officially titled Alfred Hitchcock’s The Steps 
the work British actor and writer 
Patrick Barlow, based on an idea by Simon 
Corble and Nobby Dimon (and, of course, 
the 1915 John Buchan novel that attracted 
Hitchcock). Barlow not newcomer 
the Reduced Shakespeare Company ap- 
proach, having created the satirically 
named National Theatre Brent, which 
specializes “two-man epics for the the- 
ater.” Here he doubles the Crayolas in his 
box, with four performers instead of two, 
but the concept the same. Charles Ed- 
wards, the natty star of the British produc- 
tion, portrays dashing fugitive Hannay, 
running place with chiseled determina- 
tion and not lock out place. Jennifer 
Ferrin triples the main female roles: the 
quickly murdered spy who draws Hannay 
into web protecting military secrets 
from sinister foreign forces; the cowed 
young wife the dour Scottish “crofter” 
who puts Hannay for half night; and 
the cool, blonde precursor to Grace Kelly 
and Tippi Hedren played Madeleine Car-

‘Global Feminisms’ turns sexism inward

“GLOBAL FEMINISMS” 


Global Feminisms” at Wellesley College's Da- 
vis Museum could be one of the most impor- 
tant exhibits of the year. It rounds up nearly 
80 artworks by 63 women artists born since 
1960 from nearly 40 countries to consider the 
present state feminist art the West and 
provide overview some the cool stuff 
women are making elsewhere. The spot- 
light is on a biting critique of sexism and its 
ugly permutations around the world. And 
lots video, sign feminist art’s 
long-time focus (recorded) performance 
— something that’s come to have a major 
place the art world. 

But “Clobal Feminisms” is a depress- 
ing experience. When I first saw it — in 
March, at the Brooklyn Museum, where it 
originated one piece stuck head 
epitomizing both the best and the worst of 
the exhibit. Israeli artist Sigalit Landau’s 
2000 video “Barbed Hula” shows the artist 
naked and mangling her belly by hula-hoop- 
ing with a ring of barbed wire on a beach. 
“The object pain,” the catalogue explains, 
is “a symbol of the geographic barrier cre- 
ated along the West Bank delineate land 
between Palestine and Israel.” 

At the Davis Museum, which is reopening 
after more than a year of building repairs, the 
violence toned down bit because Davis 
curator Elaine Mehalakes gives the art (three- 
quarters of what was shown in Brooklyn) 
room breathe. But the exhibit still 
puts dispiriting emphasis self-mutila- 
tion. photos, Japanese artist Ryoko Suzuki 
binds her face with bloody strands pigskin. 
In a video, Serbian Milica Tomic claims 30 
nationalities while bloody cuts appear across 
her body. American Mary Coble pastes duct 
tape her naked breasts and rips off till 
her bust turns angry red. Spain’s Pilar Al- 
barracin moans and wails through flamen- 
tune before stabbing the chest. 

That’s not all. Cuban Tania Bruguera 
straps lamb carcass her naked body and 
eats dirt. Swede Annika von Hausswolff 
stages crime-scene photos female rape and 
murder victims dumped along lonely roads. 
photo, German Claudia Reinhardt re-en- 
acts Sylvia Plath’s suicide, complete with her 
head stuck kitchen oven and note 
table: “Please look after the kids.” 

These works have legitimate targets: 
violence against women, the lack recogni- 
tion fernale artists, the Israeli-Palestinian 
conflict, jingoism, prejudice against the 
lesbian-gay-bisexual-transsexual commu- 
nity. They convey the pain oppression.

But grouped all together, the self-mutilation 
and self-humiliation feel like sexism turned 
inward. It’s the opposite empowering. 
“Global Feminisms” was organized 
Maura Reilly, curator the Brooklyn 
new Center for Feminist Art, 
and her former professor Linda Nochlin, 
who penned the landmark 1971 essay and 
call-to-arms “Why Have There Been No 
Creat Women Artists?” The exhibit muses 
motherhood, marriage, aging, family, 
gender roles, national identity, sexuality, 
pornography, gender bending, racism, and 
religious-based oppression women. 
American Catherine Opie challenges 
traditional madonna-and-child images, 
and thus traditional motherhood, with her 
2004 photo self-portrait aging beefy 
lesbian mom nursing her angelic year-old 
blond son. The word “pervert” faintly 
etched across her chest. France’s Aude 
Pasquier Crall upends the fashion and porn 
industries’ usual gender roles her videos 


portraying woman photographer photo- 
graphing naked male model who develops 
not masculine enough,” 
she “Be more man.” Australian 
Tracey Moffatt’s wickedly funny “Love” 
(2003) 21-minute montage movie clips 
that from romantic couples men beat- 
ing women women shooting men. 
“Global Feminisms” mostly overlooks 
the thrilling, swaggering, funny, affirm- 
ing, critical body of Grrl Power and crafty Stitch 
Bitch-style Western feminist art the 
past generation, part been called 
third-wave feminism.

Providence feminist collectives Hive Archive 
and Dirt Palace were featured the RISD 
exhibit. 

this summer’s DeCordova Museum Annual, 
Samantha Fields filled a giant window with 
frilly petticoat-like curtains. Isabel Riley’s 
knit and quilted abstract sculptures were in- 
cluded MassArt’s “Crafty” exhibit. Leslie 
Hall celebrated the glories tacky middle- 
class-ladies’ fashion with her “Gem Sweat- 
ers” at the Museum School graduation show 
last year. Rachelle Beaudoin’s RISD gradua- 
tion exhibition this spring critiqued popular 
fashion with photos her meandering 
around Providence shorts bearing slogans 
like “Unusually Wet Pussy” across the butt. 

Maybe this absence is just a function of 
the show’s global inclusiveness. Michele 
Magemia’s 2002 video installation “Oye Oye,” 
the Zaire-born, France-based artist exam- 
ines how Mobutu Sese Seko perverted ethnic 
identity shore his power her home- 
land (now the Democratic Republic of Con- 
go). Amonitor on one side of a hall shows 
documentary videos Mobutu watching 
public ethnic dances and parades. the 
other side, a monitor shows Magema, from 
her neck her knees, robotically marching. 
Zaire’s Mobutu-era flag lies the floor be- 
tween the two screens. 

Egyptian-born, New York-based Ghada 
Amer presents stacks boxes covered 
white slipcovers embroidered with gold texts 
discussing women’s sexual pleasure. The 
exceedingly frank words are drawn from 
manuscript that she writes “was written 
Muslim centuries ago, and is forbidden today, 
according Muslim law. Itis very sad 
see that this voice has now been silenced.” 

Pakistan-born, Lexington-based Ambreen 
Butt, who exhibited at the Museum of Fine 
Arts last fall and the only local artist this 
show, riffs on traditional Persian miniature 
style three paintings woman fighting 
a dragon and demon from her 2005 I Need a He- 
ro series. It’s meant as an allegory of a woman 
who was gang-raped Pakistan with the ap- 
proval local tribal council punishment 
for her brother’s alleged adultery, and who 
successfully brought rape charges against 
the perpetrators. the three paintings, 
however, Butt’s metaphor obscure and her 
brushwork stiff.

4) Sooo time last year, who would have 
guessed that Aaron Sorkin’s Studio 600n 
the Sunset Strip would be dead by Emmy time 
and Tina Fey’s 30 Rock would be an Emmy win- 
ner? Of the two SNL-inspired NBC shows, the 
former was an hour-long drama, the latter 

a half-hour comedy. It was widely assumed 
West Wing creator Sorkin’s show would 
but invincible. But after debuting to breath- 
less hype, quickly revealed itself 
pretentious, portentous, self-serious mess. 
And then it was cancelled. Meanwhile, 30 
Rock, after a wobbly start, fast became the 
best sit-com on TV. 

But for all that the show seems to have 
been vindicated, with (marginally) improved 
ratings and its shiny new Emmy for outstand- 
ing comedy series, the sword of Damocles still 
hangs heavy. At the Emmys, Fey thanked NBC 
execs for “believing in us enough to keep us on 
the air” and also gave joking props to 30 Rock’s 
“dozens and dozens of viewers.” 

As the show starts its second season (Oc- 
tober 8:30 pm), it’s clearly angling 
wider audience, bringing in high-wattage 
guest stars like Edie Falco and Jerry Seinfeld 
— who makes a rare cameo on the hilarious 
season premiere. Seinfeld knows something 
about shows with slow starts: the Nielsens for 
his homonymous sit-com were pretty paltry 
for its first three seasons before it found its 
stride and secured its place one the most 
popular series television history. And the 
fictional pilots that 30 Rock’s Jack Donaghy (an 
indispensable Alec Baldwin) unveils in the 
premiere — America’s Next Top Pirate, Are You Stron- 
gerThan Dog?, MILF seem doomed, one 
can only hope his own show given the time 
cultivate the audience deserves. 

One thing Rock has that didn’t:

— he’s Kenneth, the sweetly ingenuous NBC 
page, she’s Jenna, the show’s incorrigibly 
flirtatious lead actress. 

This pitch-perfect ensemble cast crazies 
abetted bright, eye-popping cinematog- 
raphy and a jaunty jazz soundtrack — effect 
something like live-action cartoon. The 
writing, irreverent and self-referential, riffs 
on a galaxy of pop-cultural signifiers. (The 
season premiere touches on the inanity of 
reality TV, the lifestyles of the iiber-wealthy, 
and some stars’ unfortunate run-ins with 
transsexual streetwalkers.) It’s also one of 
the most quotable shows on TV: “I love this 
cornbread much, want take behind 
middle school and get pregnant,” and “Live 
every week like it’s Shark Week.”

BRIDGE SIGHS 


If Richard Russo's lambent, mournful new 
novel were a university, there could only 
be one quote chiseled above its entrance 
gates, from Emerson: “Though travel 
the world over to find the beautiful, we 
must carry with find not.” 

The cast of Bridge of Sighs — Russo’s first 
novel since his 2001 Pulitzer winner, Empire 
Falls — may have benefitted from a refresher 
course with Concord’s wise man. Through- 
out this book, they fret over the lives they 
did not live, the places they did not go. This 
lugubrious, reflective mood has always 
been a main key in Russo’s register, but 
here deepens almost Hawthorne- 
like dreaminess. 

Once again, things kick off up- 
state New York town. This time it’s called 
Thomaston, where the tannery has slowly 
poisoned the water. Louis Charles “Lucy” 
Lynch tells that unlikely have 
heard of Thomaston, unless you work in 
medical research, in which case you may 
remember the now-famous study done 
years ago to explain why our cancer statis- 
tics were off any actuarial chart.” 

Although many people would leave 
city where the river ran red, Lucy elected 
spend his whole life there, amassing 
mini empire grocery stores. begin, 
he and his wife of 40 years, Sarah, 
are preparing for first-time trip 
Venice, a vacation that could thrust 
them into contact with Lucy’s former 
best friend, Bobby Marconi, who has 
remade himself as a world-renowned 
painter.

Lucy, the son 
milkman, moved from one side 
town the other and left part him- 
self behind. Sarah makes similar 
class journey, did her father before 
her, aspiring novelist who became 
a schoolteacher. 

Of all Russo’s novels, Bridge of 
Sighs is the most curiously mediated. 
Lucy’s sections about his childhood 
come in the form of a memoir he is 
writing. With Bobby, have his 
paintings: recently tipped in- 
to seif-portraits in which he sees the 
haunted visage his own father. Art 
is a form of therapy in Bridge of Sighs, 
but an unsuccessful one, more like a 
stagnant river into which the char- 
acters gaze hopes seeing their 


tery reflections. 

“eet Lucy’s narrations we learn of 
emotional ruptures that, over time, have ac- 
quired all the subtlety and menace tec- 
tonic movement. We also learn that Sarah 
and Bobby once had a romance. In Venice, 
Bobby philosophical: “Had she married 
him instead Lucy, different sort peace 
would have been required, one that would 
have ensured an even greater misery.” 

In typical Russo fashion, Bridge of Sighs 
sketches these developments patiently 
— sometimes a little too patiently, wind- 
ing and rewinding narrative threads 
thickly that the book’s close the choices 
Sarah, Bobby, and Lucy make don’t seem 
like choices at all. Instead, they feel like 
the will power that peculiar Ameri- 
can institution which Russo our best 
chronicler the family. 

No surprise, Philip Larkin’s famous

Israeli-born saxophonist and 
Balkan Beat Box co-founder Ori Kaplan was 
a former member of Gogol Bordello, and 
Israeli-born percussionist/producer 
Muskat cut a 2004 album on Stinky 
Records with the group under the 
heading Gogol Bordello vs. Tamir Mus- 
kat: J.UT. (for “Jewish-Ukrain- 
ishe Freundschaft”). 

Yet for all 
its Gypsy heritage, rock 
album, steeped punk and 
tinged with the taste 
metal.

creative wills. Moore’s group, Sonic Youth, 
have spent the last two and half decades 
demonstrating that love pop and love 
of noise needn't cancel each other out. 
Since their early days as Seattle’s brightest 
commercial light, Vedder's Pearl Jam have 
morphed into a weird and wily grunge-folk 
act. And Broken Social Scene, the expan- 
sive Toronto-based indie-rock troupe Drew 
leads, make out of disarray not just a musi- 
cal ideal but an organizational one, too. 

Nonetheless, all three men have new 
solo albums out this month that suggest 
each has more on his mind than can be 
contained by his day job. A determined 
dabbler, the 49-year-old Moore has comple- 
mented his recent Sonic Youth work with 
host small-scale collaborations with the 
underground noise denizens who consider 
him an elder statesman. But Trees Outside 
the Academy (Ecstatic Peace) is his first real 
collection of solo songs since 1995's Psychic 
Hearts, and it’s mere outtake reel. Most 
of the dozen tunes are built around folksy 
acoustic guitar, and that might have been 
product location: Moore recorded Trees 
with producer John Agnello Dinosaur Jr. 
frontman Mascis’s house Amherst, not 
far from where Moore lives with his wife 
(and bandmate), Kim Gordon, and their 
daughter, Coco, in Northhampton. (Mascis 
didn’t just play landlord; plays guitar 
few cuts well. Other guests include 
Steve Shelley Sonic Youth drums, 
Samara Lubelski on violin, and Christina 
Carter of Charalambides on vocals.)

with performances three the world’s fin- 
est — Sir Richard Bishop, Jack Rose, and local 
master Glenn Jones. The parade of steel-string 
luminaries continues when Creat Britain’s 
James Blackshaw comes to town for a pair of 
concerts, the first September opening for 
José Gonzalez at the Paradise, the second on 
October headlining show the Mills 
lery in the South End. 

At the wizened age of 25, Blackshaw al- 
ready has an impressive body of releases under 
his belt. His most recent is 
The Cloud of Unknowing, (title 
courtesy the anonymous 
14th-century English spiri- 
tual guide, one presumes), 
New York’s Tompkins 
Square label, home many 
of the heirs of '60s folk-gui- 
tar legends John Fahey and 
Robbie Basho. As always, his 
technique breathtaking: glides through 
complex, shifting, raga-like patterns with 
mercurial fluidity, and even when he’s tearing 
through riffs at breakneck speed, his sound 
remains sublime, the notes shimmering and 
ringing like bells.

Freezepop just wanna rock 


n the hands of almost any band, “Just 

give us more rock” would be, at best, a 

wry throw-away, at worst a lazy cliché. 

But Freezepop just any band: 

since 1999, the local trio have cut hard 
against the Boston rock grain, eschewing the 
usual guitar/bass/drums for one 
based purely electronics retro-futur- 
istic brand electro-pop that conjures Day- 
Glo MTV spots, Martha Quinn, and hair- 
spray-impaired Brits wielding keytars. 
when in “Less Talk More Rokk,” the house- 
beaten opening track Freezepop’s new 
Future Future Future Perfect (Cordless/Rykodisc), 
Jussi Gamache (stage name Liz Enthusiasm) 
intones, “Give us m@re rock” (and “intones” 
the way describe her icy sweet, not quite 
emotionless, almost matter-of-fact delivery), 
she does with alluring wink and nod. 
keep the party going, got 
nowhere else be/Someone yells, ‘Less talk 
more rock!’/Mostly unironically.” 

Freezepop were the brainchild Kas- 
son Crooker, a veteran of two ’90s bands 
with goth leanings and ties the Castle 
Von Buhler label, Sirensong and Splash- 
down. But what brought the band together 
aside from taste for new wave that 
Crooker (stage name the Duke of Pannekde- 
ker) shared with Gamache and Sean Drink- 
water the Other Sean Drinkwater) 
was piece equipment: Yamaha 
hand-held sequencer.

The synths, 
sequencers, and slippery electronic beats 
“Pop Music Not Crime” may put cold 
front, but it’s by no means impenetrable, 
especially since the band have moved beyond 
the QY-7o0 to incorporate more sophisticated 
synths and sequencers. “We used real drums 
this time,” Drinkwater boasts — samples of 
real drums, that is. It’s music that melts in 
your mouth but not in your hands. 

What with the cool allure of Jussi’s voice 
and the resolve of Crooker and Drinkwater to 
place hooks before novelty, Freezepop have 
gained sizable following over the past half- 
dozen years. But credit also the exposure 
they’ve gotten through video games. Freez- 
epop tunes have graced Amplitude, Dance Dance 
Revolution, and, yes, Guitar Heroland II. “It’s 
great,” says Drinkwater. “You don’t lose the 
rights anything, and suddenly you have 
two and a half million copies of your song in 
kids’ laps. It couldn't be a better situation for 
us. Now can play show out town 
and there will be 500 people there.” 

“Yeah,” Crooker pipes up. “And they bring 
their video games for autograph.” 

But the real benefit for Freezepop has 
come in on-line sales, particularly of the Gui- 
tar Hero Il track “Less Talk More Rokk,” which 
the band members say has been selling 
clip 1000 week for the past six months.

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Kurt Weill Stow; Ziegler and Lima sing Mahler

he Cantata Singers’ promising 

Kurt Weill season (“Unveiling 

Weill”) features a number of local 

premieres and other seldom per- 

formed pieces by the composer of 
Die Dreigroschenoper 1 ngspiel, and 
Lady in the Dark. Weill was born in 1900 and 
died in 1950, so this year isn’t even a major 
anniversary. But Cantata Singers director 
David Hoose must feel that Weill’s music is 
more timely than ever. 

Der Lindberghflug (“The Lindbergh 
Flight”), Hoose announced before its first 
Boston-area performance, Weill was mak- 
ing an effort to move from “I” to“we.” 
Charles Lindbergh’s first transatlantic 
flight, May 20, 1927, was one of those mo- 
ments in 20th-century history when the 
entire world joined in celebrating a major 
human achievement — in this case an Amer- 
ican achievernent. Not much “we” in the 
world right now. Within two years, Weill, 
with additional music by Paul Hindemith, 
had set a text by Bertolt Brecht about this 
landmark event, as a half-hour-long can- 
tata conceived for radio broadcast (another 
way to celebrate technological progress). 
Later in 1929, Weill replaced Hindemith’s 
sections with five new sections of his own. 
This version was finally published 1982. 

It’s a gem. The music is inventive and 
memorable, both ironic and haunting. 
Some echoes recent Weill: Lindbergh 
introduced by a tango with a woozy clarinet 
solo out of Dreigroschenoper and Mahagonny 

(“My name Charles Lindbergh. was born 
in America” — in Lys Symonette’s effective 
English translation, which Hoose chose). 
The bass soloist tries to sing Lindbergh to 
sleep accompanied clarinet lullaby. 
phantom fog (the chorus, in one of several 
roles), resenting the attempt to inhabit 
the sky, tries to obscure the pilot’s vision 
labyrinthine fugue. later fugue, sur- 
rounding Lindbergh’s spoken expressions 
determination (“I must arrive!”), recalls the 
solemn Masonic ritual in Mozart's Die Zau- 
When Lindbergh sings his plane, 
the vocal pauses are filled the sinister yet 
hopeful rumble the bass drum. 

The Cantata Singers chorus and orches- 
tra were in top form. And so were the solo- 
ists: bass-baritone Mark Andrew Cleveland 
narrating, baritone David Kravitz as the 
voice of New York City (together they have 
funny scene Scottish fishermen con- 
vinced that anything made out iron 
steel would fall into the water), and tenor 
William Hite as a heroic Lindbergh. Hoose 
built the piece inexorable climax.

opened the program with Mahler’s Kinderto- 
tenlieder (“Songs on the Death of Children”), 
which some Mahler aficionados have re- 
garded as an uncanny premonition of the 
death Mahler’s own daughter, though 
Mahler wasn’t even married yet when he 
started Friedrich poems about 
the loss his own children. Lima sang with 
imposing tone and dignified restraint, but 
there’s more variety in this cycle than he, 
or his stiff body language, suggested. With 
his arms stuck to his side, he delivered all 
five songs in a state of near-catatonic grief. 
Yet the songs veer between the misguided 
joy self-deception and the bitter irony 
realizing the truth, and the cycle ends with 
sense unearthly peace and spiritual con- 
solation. Lima’s musical phrasing seemed to 
reflect his physical inflexibility.

Given the scope Stevie Wonder’s accomplishments the 
‘60s and ’7os, you’d expect him to be writing symphonies 
now. Instead, he’s become veteran superstar, doing 
what veteran superstars do: making new albums that don’t 
sell, and playing his greatest hits concert. 

On his first tour in 13 years, which came to Bank of 
America Pavilion last Thursday, Wonder was both impecca- 


= a ble and predictable. He sang great (with no noticeable loss 
range), played great (mostly keyboards, some harmon- 
q ica), and had charisma, even getting away with a guys- 
versus-gals sing-along. There was surprising, unguarded 


moment the start when talked the devastating 
effect his mother’s death had on him. (This led, it seems, 
to his canceling a tour last year.) He gave the people the 
material they wanted: a good three-quarters of the show 
came from the classic stretch of albums between 1972’s Talk- 
ing Book and Songs the Key Life, with just four songs 
from the and only single tune from 
Love. There were plenty extended vamps but there wasn’t 
any real jamming, certainly none the out-there instru- 
mentals that can heard live bootlegs. 

At that time, his touring outfit was Wonderlove, one of 
the great quartets funk history. But last week brought 
full band (with multiple percussionists, keys, 
and back-up singers), and they gave everything comfort- 
able “just like the records” feel. Once-topical hits like “Liv- 
ing for the City” haven’t lost their relevance, and the stray 
semi-obscurity (the exquisite “Golden Lady”) was welcome. 
What was missing Thursday and what’s been missing 
from his latter-day output was any sense fresh musi- 
cal ground being opened, new statements being made, 
even much reinterpretation the oldies. would dis- 
service history expect anything less.

But Herbie 
isn’t fooling around — the guest 
Stars are here, yes, but Hancock, 
fronting a quintet that includes 
his old friend Wayne Shorter as 
well as Dave Holland, drummer 
Vinnie Colaiuta, and guitarist 
Lionel Loueke, is stretching out, 
with languid, meditative takes on 
the Mitchell songbook. “Court and 
Spark” (with Norah Jones) runs 
7:35, a piano-solo intro followed 
by verses broken with extensive 
interplay between the pianist and 
Shorter on soprano. For “Both Sides 
Now,” Hancock dispenses with 


vocals altogether, turning the tune 
abstract with ambiguous harmonies 
and the nubby textures of Shorter’s 
tenor. Which isn't to say that there 
isn't great singing here. “Edith 
and the Kingpin” rides on Tina 
Turner’s church-quality diction, 
jazzy phrasing, and rich vibrato; 
“Amelia” exploits Luciana Souza’s 
dark, full lower register; Mitchell 
herself offers a wry “Tea Leaf Proph- 
ecy”; Leonard Cohen recites “The 
Jungle Line” like Beat poetry. Only 
Corinne Bailey Rae lacks the weight 
for “River.” Hancock supplements 
the Mitchell pieces with Ellington's 
“Solitude” and Shorter’s “Nefertiti.” 
He's hearing Mitchell not as pop 
but as deep jazz.

their unpredictability. Chao’s bold, 
kitchen-sink approach — some 
punk, some Latin, reggae, and 
ska, bits of folk, vocals in several 
languages, random sounds, lefty 
politics, street noise, and found 
voices — was unlike anything else. 
But if those early albums were a 
radio set on scan, touching down 
for a couple of minutes here and 
there, La Radiolina is more like satel- 
lite narrowcasting. Chao has always 
turned repetition into a virtue 
— he’s obsessed with loops, and 
his lyrical and melodic themes are 
often recycled, as are his rhythms. 
But on this 21-song disc, he appears 
to be at a loss for new ideas: songs 
are interchangeable, incorporating 
guitar lines, static tempos, and 
chords that rarely vary. Sirens blare, 
perhaps to punctuate the sense 
of urgency and despair in the lyr- 
ics. But too often the sophomoric 
setting blunts their impact — the 
two back-to-back English-language 
songs, “Politik Kills” and “Rainin in 
Paradize,” cover roughly the same 
ground. Chao has been an innovator 
since he jump-started the Latin al- 
ternative movement with the Span- 
ish punk band Mano Negra 20 years 
ago. La Radiolina is the most rockist 
album of his solo career — and also 
the most disappointing.

how he got there. His style is what 
fans call “New York house music”:

harder, edgier. Calderone'’s tracks 
have a steely texture that feels a lot 
like European funk, with its memo- 
ties of late-’80s industrial. More 
purely New York is the darkness of 
his sonic effects and vocals — which 
include “Konkrete Jungle, Pt. 2,” 
a track by Cevin Fisher & Dj Kelee 
that echoes Fisher’s seminal “The 
Way We Used To Be.” Calderone & 
Vibe's “Da Muzik,” Big Black Boot's 
“Vibrate,” Alex Dolby’& Maskio’s 
“Jack Is Black,” and Wilson Santos's 
“One Step Beyond” push the hard 
beat mercilessly, in the punishing 
manner of a five-hour live set. The 
assault lets up on Gabriel Ananda’s 
“doppelwhipper,” but its fusion-jazz 
whimsicality soon gets chewed up 
by Peter Bailey & Richie Santana's 
“Mind Control” and then Calderone’s 
own “End of Rotation” and a second 
Calderone & Vibe track, “Transient” 
— in all of which Calderone inter- 
sperses his ferocious improvisations 
with a dark factory funk.

SMALL TROUPES TAKE THE KENTUCKY CYCLE 


In the absence of an incendiary subject 
like the AIDS epidemic, which inspired 
Angels in America, or the resources of the Royal 
Shakespeare Company, which brought Nicholas 
Nickleby to Broadway, what would induce a tiny 
fringe contingent like Zeitgeist Stage Company 
and Way Theater Artists to take on the six hours 
of Robert Schenkkan’s 1992 Pulitzer-winning 
spectacle, The Kentucky Cycle? Zeitgeist's artistic 
director, David j. Miller, who is staging the Bos 
ton-area premiere of the historical extravaganza 
admits that there's “a fine line between chutz- 
pah and madness. We balance there every day 

The Kentucky Cycle, which is being pre- 
sented in two parts, follows the fortunes 
three families over seven generations 
1775-1975. The first the nine plays begins 
when Michael Rowan lays claim to Indian 
land and then kidnaps and rapes a Cherokee 
woman, Morning Star, to found his dynast 
The bloodline continues through Jesse Biggs 
a Rowan family slave, and his descendants 
and the Talberts, who are connected to the 
Rowans by an 18th-century marriage — and 
a murder. Seen on Broadway in 1993, follow- 
ing its premiere in Seattle, the show packed 
the insights of Ken Burns's Americana with 
the violent wallop of High Noon. “I'm hoping 
the epic quality of the show will attract audi- 
ences,” says Miller. “People either glaze over 
or say, ‘Oh my God, | have to see that

Don 
Juan Giove combines Moliére’s Don 
Juan with Mozart's Don Giovanni to create 
a philosophic confection with inciden- 
tal music of the spheres, in which the 
French playwright’s heretical, aging 
roué and his antic servant, Sganareile, 
take a crazy road trip to nowhere with 
Mozart's younger libertine and his va- 
let, Leporello, whom they rescue from 
the opera’s initial scuffle in a func- 
tioning vintage Plymouth. Not all of 
Moliére’s rewritten 1665 work, with its 
blasphemous assertion of freedom and 
free will, reverberates in the contem- 
porary setting — though co-creator Ste- 
ven Epp is a wonder as the antic Sga- 
narelle. The music, however, is well 
played, superbly sung, and gorgeous. 
In similar fashion, Figaro combines 
Beaumarchais's third play of the Figaro 
trilogy, La mére coupable, with Mozart's 
opera Le nozze di Figaro. The “opera-play” 
borrows the premise but not much 

of the plot of La mére coupable, landing 
the clever servant and his long-time 
employer in Paris in 1792 in the midst 
of the Terror. As usual, Figaro is saving 
the Count's ass, smuggling him into 

a mansion across the street from the 
Bastille in a wardrobe. Mozart's opera 
takes the form of a flashback to happi- 
er, pre-revolutionary times — though 
the Count behaves badly in them. The 
Beckettian relations of old Figaro and 
the old Count (now “Mr. Almaviva”) 
are both funny and poignant — and 
superbly acted by Epp and Serrand. The

Sturgess) falling for radical dabbler 
Lucy (Evan Rachel Wood), whose 
boyfriend has died in Vietnam and

thus highlighting the plethora ways 
which objects affect us. But, as she writes in 
e-mail, “You can play with the categories. 
Every essay has aspects that could put 
another category.” 

“Finding them enriches us,” Turkle says 
about the objects. “It gives new kind 
access memory, new way talking 
about ourselves very intimate ways that 
somehow easier because passes through 
something external.” Turkle’s essayists 
prove anecdotally, objects can also function 
way understanding someone else. 
Nathan Greenslit, Harvard postdoctoral 
scholar and health-care research consul- 
tant, writes about the noisy family vacuum 
cleaner, which consistently frightened his 
two-year-old daughter (“I think probably 
first considered writing essay about 
antidepressant medication, but thought 
better of it,” he says via e-mail).

As | read more Dubus, special-ordering 
his story collections from his long-time Bos- 
ton publisher, David R. Godine, I started to 
feel for the author as I did for another artist, 
painter Andrew Wyeth. The two have much 
in common: realists who believe in ghosts, 
and who, in their art, grapple with mortal- 
ity, intimacy, the minutiae of domestic 
life — dishes in the sink, geraniums on the 
window sill. Their work is somber but not 
joyless, sad but not maudlin, controlled but 
never dispassionate. 

But it’s how they portray women that 
attracts me most. With his Helga portraits, 
Wyeth captures quiet, loneliness, defiance, 
confidence, connection. Dubus, even more 
so, has a way with women. He writes them 
manner that suggests profound re- 
spect, especially for those characters who can 
only be described as housewives. He is never 
condescending, and always attuned to their 
specific complexities and pain. was Anton 
Chekhov “who showed me 
that a woman's soul has a 
struggle all its own, neither 
more nor less serious than a 
man’s, but different,” Dubus 
wrote in an essay, “Of Robin 
Hood and Womanhood,” 
in 1977. And his women do 
struggle (though that doesn’t 
sway from wanting 
one of them). 

became sympathetic 
the sounds pain from

in '77. That ability to exist in a character’s 
head — in their sex — shows. It shows in 
Edith, from the novellas Adultery and We Don't

young title character discovers she’s pregnant. 


nd it shows in Finding a Girl in America, when 
19-year-old Lori tells her older lover that her 
friend, the man’s prior love, aborted what 
would've been his child. 

Infidelity abounds in Dubus’s work. Doubt 
in the ability of men and women to sustain 
lives together suffuses his stories. The tenor 
his writing resembles the crushing real- 
ism of Richard Yates, a teacher of Dubus’s at 
the lowa Writer’s Workshop. (The two often 


shared drinks at the Crossroads, a bar and res- * 


taurant at the corner of Mass Ave and Beacon 
treet.) But unlike Yates — who was equally 
admired as short story writer and novelist 
— Dubus stuck with shorter forms: “I love 
short stories because I believe they are the way 
we live,” he wrote in 1977. The disintegration 
of love gets frequent treatment, sometimes 
slow, sometimes abrupt and violent, always 
sad. Dubus himself was married three times. 
But despite all the women and his affinity for 
them (inside his stories and out), his writing 
is not feminine. There's a 
muscle it, physicality, 
and need, spoken not: 
to be a provider, to bea 
protector. 

Because the violence 
that his characters perpe- 
trate against each other 
not just emotional. Dubus 
carried gun with him for 
many years for “the protec- 
tion I believed they gave 
people loved, and strang- 
ers whose peril might 
witness, and me,” wrote the essay 
“Giving Up the Cun.” He had good reasons 
armed. His older sister had been raped 
knifepoint. And did witness strangers 
peril: watched young man smash 
15-year-old girl's head against a wall because 
she had spilled soda his car. didn’t 
have the gun him then, but pulled axe 
handle from the trunk of his car, “one that

from her. pulled the gun once, Ala- 
bama, white man approaching black 
man with a knife, but did not need to shoot. 

In his stories, though, the violence occurs 
between intimates. “Killings,” story 
jealousy and revenge (made into the Oscar- 
nominated film the Bedroom), young man 
murdered his ex-husband. 
In the novella The Pretty Girl, one of Dubus’s 
most powerful, exhausting works, man 
Tapes and terrorizes his ex-wife. The story’s 
power rests within ability allow 
the reader not like the main character 
for what does odious even pity 
him, but to understand him. We can hate 
what he does, but we cannot hate him; he is 
flawed, cruel, but nonetheless still human. 
this ability, perhaps even more than his 
gift with women, that Dubus’s genius, his 
truest gift.

Dubus was Catholic, a devout believer in the 
sacrament of the Eucharist, and his religion 
figures heavily his stories. did not grow 
with God (my mother quiet but firm 
atheist; father speaks Force 


Energy more akin Star Wars than anything 
to do with the Bible), but the beau who in- 
troduced Dubus did and how. 
first attempts trying understand his 
background were aided these stories. Du- 
bus articulates some the mystery faith, 
particularly the profundity the Eucharist 
and the importance, within the church and 
without, sacrament and ritual. began 
process undoing the stereotypes and pre- 
conceptions had about church and God and 
those who believe in the power of both. 

Rose, man throws his son across 
room, then sets the apartment fire, his 
two daughters still inside. are not meant 
forgive him. are not meant feel 
compassionate. But are meant forgive 
what his wife, Rose, does response. She 
tells her story man bar, years later. 
“What had she been sharing with me?” the 
man, our narrator, asks himself after her 
story’s done. believe was the unexpect- 
ed: chance, and its indiscriminate testings 
of our bodies, our wills, our spirits.” 

And just so, chance did test Dubus. It 
was his instinct to aid, to protect, that drew 
him pull over I-93, heading north from 
Boston to Haverhill, on a July night in 1986, 
help two people stuck the side the 
road. While was helping them, car 
swerved the otherwise empty highway. 
Dubus pushed the woman out the way. 
The man was struck and killed. And Dubus 
lost much one leg, and most the use 
the other one, and was wheelchair-bound 
until his death 1999. 

The accident changed Dubus’s work. 
published two books of essays and one more 
collection short stories. The sorrow and 
anger are more explicit, and the pieces are 
filled “with the demons that always come 
a bad wind; loneliness, mortality, legs.” But 
they are less filled with moments grace. 
Sacraments pervade these pieces. writes 
making sandwiches for his daughters, the 
sanctity bread and meat and mustard, 
bringing “our human, distracted love into fo- 
cus with act that doesn’t need words.” 

A couple of weeks ago, on an unseasonably 
hot Saturday in early September, my beau 
arrived, sweating from the 20-minute walk 
from Harvard Square. tossed book 
bed: final collection essays, Medita- 
tions from a Movable Chair. With that volume, 
collection was now complete. Before 
could say thank you, pulled off his shirt 
and headed toward the shower. don’t know 
God, but this gesture, this gift, felt like one 
wordless moments grace.
